ATLANTA - Authorities in 
Michigan’s Genesee County 
were jubilant when Atlanta 
police arrested a suspect in a 


spate of serial stabbings that 
left five people dead. They 
weren’t so thrilled about 
picking up the tab to get him 
back. Extradition has long 
been a sore spot for sheriffs 
who contend state and federal 
authorities should pay more of 
the costs to return fugitives. 
Now economic troubles and 
budget deficits are forcing 
prosecutors and sheriffs to 
make tough decisions about 
who will face prosecution and 
who will remain free. 
Returning the stabbing suspect, 
Elias Abuelazam, to Michigan 
to face multiple murder charges 
is expected to cost between 
$2,000 and $10,000 at a time 
when Genessee County has an 
$18 million budget deficit. 
“We have to juggle with 
limited resources,” said 
Genesee County Prosecutor 
David Leyton. “I have to do 
more with less, but so does 
just about everybody. We will 
do the job whether we get the 
extra help or not.” Officials 
said there was no question 


it was worth the cost in the 
case of Abuelezam, who is 
suspected in a string of 18 
attacks in Michigan, Ohio and 
Virginia. He is expected to be 
extradited this week after his 
Aug. 11 arrest at Atlanta’s 
airport. But some authorities 
are now weighing the costs of 
extradition with the severity of 
the crime. Some lower-level 
offenders and suspects may 
not be extradited — which 
means they’re set free. 

John Morganelli, the district 
attorney of Pennsylvania’s 
Northampton County, said 
detectiveswereoncedispatched 
as far as California to pick up 
suspects in relatively minor 
crimes. He still extradites 
suspects in violent crimes, 
but he has drawn the line at 
lower-level misdemeanors 
such as probation violation or 
failure to pay fines. “It doesn’t 
make sense to spend more tax 
dollars to collect tax dollars 
that are owed,” he said. “If 
it’s a misdemeanor charge, 
a case where no great public 


harm is involved, we just can’t 
go.” The risk is undermining 
the justice system when the 
resources don’t exist to pursue 
all criminal offenders. 

“County sheriffs are suffering 
immensely with extradition 
costs. And this isn’t something 
to be taken lightly,” said Aaron 
Kennard, the executive director 
of the National Sheriffs’ 
Association. “If we don’t 
extradite them, they never pay 
for the crime. If we don’t go 
get them, we’re thumbing our 
nose at the judicial system.” 
It’s hard to quantify how 
many state or county prisoners 
are extradited each year from 
one jurisdiction to another. 
Federal authorities and the 
sheriffs association do not 
track the data, and several 
departments only ventured a 
rough guess. But Kennard said 
even small sheriffs’ offices 
could extradite hundreds 
of people each year, while 
larger jurisdictions often ship 
thousands. Each journey can 
be costly. Sheriff’s offices or 


prosecutors often send two or 
three deputies or detectives to 
pick up suspects. With airfare, 
lodging and board, shipping a 
suspect hundreds of miles can 
cost $4,000 to $5,000. Some 
jurisdictions hire contractors 
that charge a per-mile fee. It’s 
typically up to prosecuting 
agencies to foot the tab to 
extradite prisoners, but in 
some cases their counterparts 
will chip in or offer other 
help because they are eager 
to unload suspects — and the 
daily costs of housing them. 
Kennard said some sheriffs 
are asking their counterparts 
to ship the prisoner halfway 
to split costs. His organization 
is also trying to work out an 
arrangement with the U.S. 
Marshals Service to transport 
more county prisoners along 
with federal suspects. Federal 
authorities have a national 
program that seeks to help 
counties ship some prisoners 
at a “minimal cost,” said Bill 
Sorukas, a chief inspector with 
the U.S. Marshals. □

NEW YORK - A powerful 
state politician joined with 
Gov. David Paterson on 
Tuesday in suggesting that 
Islamic leaders should move 
a proposed mosque farther 
from ground zero, saying the 
organizers should be more 
sensitive to opponents. 
Organizers have the right to 
build the center at a building 
two blocks from ground 
zero but should be open to 
compromise, said New York 
Assembly Speaker Sheldon 
Silver, who represents the 
lower Manhattan district. 

“In the spirit of living with 
others, they should be 
cognizant of the feelings 
of others and try to find 
a location that doesn’t 
engender the deep feelings 
the currently exist about this 
site,” Silver said. 

Critics say the building is 
too close to where Islamic 
extremists destroyed the 
World Trade Center on 2001 
and killed nearly 2,800 
people. Supporters say 
religious freedom should be 
protected. 

“I think the sponsors should 
take into very serious 
consideration the kind of 
turmoil that’s been created 
and look to compromise,” 


Silver said. 

Paterson, who has expressed 
dismay over the heated 
arguments, was meeting 
Tuesday with New York 
Roman Catholic Archbishop 
Timothy Dolan to try to 
suggest an alternative. 

The developer, meanwhile, 
was expected to attend a 
dinner Tuesday night hosted 
by New York Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg, who has spoken 
in support of the project. 
Bloomberg holds the dinner 
annually to observe Iftar, the 
daily meal in which Muslims 
break their fast during the 
holy month of Ramadan. 
Paterson has yet to meet with 
anyone from the Cordoba 
Initiative, the project’s 
organizer. Its co-founder, 
Imam Feisal Abdul Rauf, is 
on a Mideast trip funded by 
the U.S. State Department. 
He alluded to the controversy 
at a dinner Sunday night for 
student leaders at the U.S. 
ambassador’s residence in 
Manama, Bahrain. 

“The fact we are getting this 
kind of attention is a sign of 
success,” he said. 

“It is my hope that people 
will understand more. ... 
This is something we are 
doing for our generation.” 
Rauf also thanked President 
Barack Obama, who has 


said Muslims had the right 
to practice their religion 
and build the Islamic center 
in lower Manhattan. The 
president later said he wasn’t 
endorsing the specifics of 
the plan. 

“I’m grateful to President 
Obama for his support for 
the project,” said Rauf. 

The White House on 
Tuesday said that Obama 
would have no further 
comment on the issue and 
that the administration will 
not get involved in talks 
about relocating the facility. 
Republicans have vowed 
to make Obama’s support 
of the project a campaign 
issue in this fall’s midterm 
elections. 

Rauf, who has rarely spoken 
publicly about the project, 
said that he was leery of 
the media and that it is 
portraying a negative image 
of Muslims to the West. He 
also said he doesn’t like 
Muslims portraying a bad 
image of the West to the 
Muslim world. 

In an interview published 
Monday with the Bahrain 
newspaper, A1 Wasat, Rauf 
said he was trying to get 
Islamic scholars to agree 
on laws that will encourage 
Muslims to be “more 
effective members of their 
communities.” 

He said Muslims can remain 
faithful and be engaged in 
the affairs of the countries 
where they live. 

“I see that every religious 
community faces challenges, 
but the real challenge lies 
in keeping true to the core 
values of the faith and how 
to express these values in 
a specific time and place,” 
he was quoted as telling the 
newspaper. 

He added that he wanted to 
see Muslims in the U.S. have 
“complete nationalism” and 
fulfill their rights and duties 
to the larger community. Q

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Ousted worker Sherrod rejects return to Ag agency

WASHINGTON - Shirley 
Sherrod, ousted from the 
Agriculture Department 
during a racial firestorm 
that embarrassed the Obama 
administration, rejected an 
offer to return to the USD A 
on Tuesday. But at a cordial 
news conference with the 
man who asked her to leave 
— Agriculture Secretary Tom 
Vilsack — she said she may 
do consulting work for him on 
racial issues. 

She was asked to leave her 
job as Georgia’s director of 


rural development in July 
after comments she made in 
March were misconstrued as 
racist. She has since received 
numerous apologies from the 
administration, including from 
Obama himself, and Vilsack 
asked her to return. But she 
said at the news conference 
with a clearly disappointed 
Vilsack that she did not think 
she could say yes to a job “at 
this point, with all that has 
happened.” 

Vilsack said she may work 
with the department in a 
consulting capacity in the 
future to help improve 


outreach to minorities. 

“I look forward to some 
type of relationship with the 
department in the future,” said 
Sherrod, who is black. “We do 
need to work on the issues of 
discrimination and race in this 
country.” 

Vilsack had asked her to 
become the deputy director 
of the Office of Advocacy 
and Outreach, a new position 
designed to bolster the 
department’s shaky record on 
civil rights. He had also given 
her a chance to return to her 
former job. Both of them said 
Tuesday Sherrod may return to 
the department as a consultant 
once an ongoing review of the 
department’s efforts on race 
issues is completed. 

“I think I can be helpful to him 
and the department if I just 
take a little break and look at 
how I can be more helpful in 
the future,” Sherrod said. 

The two appeared friendly as

Vilsack expressed his regret 
that Sherrod wouldn’t return to 
USD A. He put his arm around 
her at the news conference 
and said he leaned on her hard 
to return. 

“I did my best, I think it’s fair 
to say,” he said. “There’s no 
one better suited in the country 
to help us than Shirley.” 

He said a consulting job may 
work better for Sherrod, who 
was concerned about assuming 
administrative duties like 
budgeting. She said she was 
reluctant to be responsible 
for the weighty duties of the 
position she was offered. 

“A new process is in place, 
and I hope it works,” she said. 
“I don’t want to be the one to 
test it.” 

Sherrod was forced to resign 
after conservative blogger 
Andrew Breitbart posted an 
edited version of a March 
speech in which said she was 
initially reluctant to help a 


white farmer save his farm 
more than two decades ago, 
long before she worked for 
USD A. Vilsack and others, 
including the NAACP, 
condemned the remarks before 
grasping the full context of 
her speech, which was meant 
as a lesson in racial healing. 
The incident proved 
embarrassing for the Obama 
administration, and President 
Barack Obama called her 
personally to express his 
regret. The NAACP also 
apologized for its reaction. 
Sherrod, who said she has 
gotten thousands of pieces of 
mail supporting her, repeated 
Tuesday that she plans to sue 
Breitbart. But she declined 
further questions on the 
subject. 

As he had in the past, Vilsack 
said he took complete 
responsibility for Sherrod’s 
ouster. Though the department 
had conversations with the 
White House at the time and 
Sherrod said she was told it 
was the White House who 
wanted her gone, Vilsack has 
said the decision was his. 

“I know that I disappointed the 
president, I disappointed this 
administration, I disappointed 
the country, I disappointed 
Shirley,” he said. “I have to 
live with that ... Maybe, just 
maybe, this is an opportunity 
for the country to have the 
kind of conversation Shirley 
thinks we ought to have.” 
Vilsack said he talked to 
Sherrod for an hour and a 
half Tuesday morning. The 
two discussed a settlement for 
black farmers who have been 
victims of racism pending 
in the Senate and other 
civil rights issues facing the 
department. □ 
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Drug war sends bullets whining across the border

EL PASO, Texas - The first 
bullets struck El Paso’s city 
hall at the end of a work day. 
The next ones hit a university 
building and closed a major 
highway. 

Shootouts in the drug war 
along the U.S.-Mexico border 
are sending bullets whizzing 
across the Rio Grande into one 
of the nation’s safest cities, 
where authorities worry it’s 
only a matter of time before 
someone gets hurt or killed. 

At least eight bullets have 
been fired into El Paso in the 
last few weeks from the rising 
violence in Ciudad Juarez, 
Mexico, one of the world’s 
most dangerous places. And 
all American police can do 
is shrug because they cannot 
legally intervene in a war in 
another country. The best they 
can do is warn people to stay 
inside. “There’s really not a 
lot you can do right now,” El 
Paso County Sheriff Richard 
Wiles said. “Those gun battles 
are breaking out everywhere, 
and some are breaking out 
right along the border.” 

Police say the rounds were not 
intentionally fired into the U. S. 
But wildly aimed gunfire has 
become common in Juarez, 
a sprawling city of shanty 
neighborhoods that once 
boomed with manufacturing 
plants. It’s ground zero in 
Mexico’s relentless drug war. 
More than 6,000 people have 
been killed there since 2008, 
when the Sinaloa and Juarez 
cartels started battling each 
other and Mexican authorities 
for control of the city and 
smuggling routes into the U.S. 
Nationwide, more than 28,000 
people have been killed since 
President Felipe Calderon 
launched his offensive against 
the cartels shortly after taking 
office in December 2006. 


Until now, communities on 
the U.S. side of the border 
have been largely shielded 
from the violence raging just 
across the river. But the recent 
incidents are the first time that 
live ammunition has landed in 
American territory. 

On Saturday, as gunmen and 
Mexican authorities exchanged 
gunfire in Juarez, police in El 
Paso shut down several miles 
of border highway. Border 
Patrol spokesman Doug 
Mosier said his agency asked 
for the closure — a first since 
the drug war erupted — “in 
the interest of public safety.” 
No one was injured on the 
U.S. side, but one bullet came 
across the Rio Grande, crashed 
through a window and lodged 
in an office door frame at the 
University of Texas at El Paso. 
Police are also investigating 
reports that another errant 
round shattered a window in 
a passing car. Witnesses at a 
nearby charity said at least one 
bullet hit their building, too. 

El Paso police spokesman 
Darrel Petry said authorities 
have only confirmed the single 
bullet found at the university, 
but it is possible that several 
other shots flew across the 
border. 

“As a local municipality, we 
are doing everything we can,” 
Petry said. “Looking where 
we’re at, the community we 
live in, that’s all we’ve got. 
It’s the reality of life here in 
El Paso for right now.” 
Officers say the types of 
bullets used in the drug war 
can travel more than a mile 
before falling to the ground. 

In Saturday’s shooting, the 
bullet that hit the campus 
building may have flown just 
under a mile before lodging 
in a door jam. Back in June, 
at least seven shots fired from 
Juarez flew more than half a 
mile before hitting City Hall. 


In some places, El Paso is 
separated from Juarez by 
little more than a few yards of 
riverbed. 

Andrew Kunert was napping 
Saturday when police started 
banging on his door at an 
apartment building just feet 
from the border. He said 
officers with high-powered 
rifles slung across their chests 
warned him to stay inside and 
away from windows until the 
shooting stopped. 

The rat-a-tat-tat of gunfire 
to the south is nothing new, 
but bullets coming north is a 
worrisome new development, 
Kunert said. 

“About once a week, you can 
hear gunfire,” he said. He 
worries about the children 
who live at the Old Fort 
Bliss apartment building and 
routinely play outside when 
gunmen are trading shots 
across the river. 

At the Rescue Mission of 
El Paso, kitchen manager 
Bill Cox said several bullets 
hit a pair of old silos on the 
charity’s property, which 
is down a hillside from the 
university campus. Volunteers 
and homeless people coming 
to the mission for food or 
other help could easily be in 
the line of fire, he said. 
“Someone can be walking 
down the street out here and 
be hit,” Cox said. 

In a letter to President Barack 
Obama after the City Hall 
shooting, Texas Attorney 
General Greg Abbott said it 
was “good fortune” that no 
one was injured and insisted 
the shooting was evidence 
of the need for more border 
security. “Luck and good 
fortune are not effective border 
enforcement policies,” Abbott 
wrote. “The shocking reality 
of cross-border gunfire proves 
the cold reality: American 
lives are at risk.’Q

BEIJING (AP) — A Chinese 
passenger jet broke apart as 
it approached a fog-shrouded 
runway in the country’s 
northeast and burst into flames 
as it hit the ground Tuesday, 
killing 43 people and injuring 
53 others, state media said. 
The Henan Airlines plane 
with 91 passengers and five 
crew crashed in a grassy area 
near the Lindu airport on the 
outskirts of Yichun, a city 
of about 1 million people in 
Heilongjiang province, the 
official Xinhua News Agency 
said. 

Xinhua quoted Hua Jingwei, 
an Yichun publicity official, as 
saying that some passengers 
were thrown from the cabin 
before the broken plane hit the 
ground. 

The Brazilian-made Embraer 
E-190 jet had taken off from 
Heilongjiang’s capital of 
Harbin shortly before 9 p.m. 
and crashed a little more than 
an hour later, Xinhua said. 

A middle-aged man who 


survived the crash told China 
Central Television there was 
bad turbulence as the plane 
descended, then several big 
jolts that caused the luggage 
to come crashing down from 
the overhead bins. 

“After we stopped, the people 
in the back were panicking 
and rushed to the front,” the 
unidentified man, who had 
no visible injuries, said in 
an interview from a hospital 
bed. “We were trying to open 
the (emergency exits) but 
they wouldn’t open. Then the 
smoke came in ... within two 
or three minutes or even a 
minute, we couldn’t breathe. 
I knew something bad was 
going to happen.” 

It was not clear from his 
account at what point the plane 
broke apart. The man said he 
and a few others escaped from 
a hole in the wall of the cabin 
near the first row of seats, 
then ran from the burning 
wreckage. 

CCTV showed firefighters 
dousing the burning plane 
with hoses and later digging 


through the wreckage of the 
jet. 

Xinhua said 43 bodies were 
recovered within hours of 
the disaster and 53 people 
were hospitalized, most with 


broken bones. Wang Xuemei, 
vice mayor of Yichun, told 
CCTV that three survivors 
were in critical condition but 
gave no details. 

CCTV earlier said that 91 
people were on board, and 
gave a lower death and injured 
toll, but the report appears to 
not have included the five 
crew on the plane. 

Henan Airlines is based in the 
central Chinese province of the 
same name and flies smaller 
regional jets, mainly on routes 
in north and northeast China. 
Previously known as Kunpeng 
Airlines, the carrier was 
relaunched as Henan Airlines 
earlier this year. 

Henan Airlines and many 
other regional Chinese airlines 
flying shorter routes have 
struggled in the past few years, 
losing passengers to high¬ 
speed railroad lines that China 
has aggressively expanded. 

An American company, 
Phoenix-basedMesaAirGroup 
Inc., was an original investor in 
Henan’s predecessor company, 
Kunpeng, but divested its 


stake last year. Mesa operates 
regional services in the U.S. 
for Delta Air Lines, United 
Airlines and other carriers 
and is undergoing bankruptcy 
reorganization. 

Full-tilt expansion of Chinese 
air traffic in the 1990s led to 
a series of crashes that gave 
China the reputation of being 
unsafe. The poor record 
prompted the government to 
improve safety drastically, 
from airlines to new air traffic 
management systems at 
airports. 

The last major passenger 
jet crash in China was in 
November 2004, when 
an China Eastern airplane 
plunged into a lake in northern 
China shortly, killing all 53 on 
board and two on the ground. 
An MD-11 cargo plane 
operated by Zimbabwe-based 
Avient Aviation crashed during 
takeoff from Shanghai’s main 
airport last November. Three 
American crew members died 
while four others on board 
were injured.^ 


UK police: Suspect arrested in 1999 suitcase death

LONDON (AP) — Authorities in Bahrain 
arrested a suspect Tuesday in the case of 
a Canadian singer whose body was found 
stuffed inside a suitcase at London’s Heathrow 
Airport in 1999, according to London’s 
Scotland Yard. 

The force said that Youssef Ahmed Wahid was 
arrested in the Gulf state in what it described 
as a planned operation and his extradition 
was pending. The body of 28-year-old Fatima 
Kama was found when a member of the 
public spotted a black suitcase abandoned on 
the third floor of a Heathrow Airport parking 
lot July 17, 1999. A security guard forced the 
bag open to find her in the fetal position. A 
post-mortem revealed she’d been stabbed 
more than 10 times. 

Wahid, a former Kuwait Airways steward, 
was arrested within days of the discovery 
at his hometown of Ramadiyeh in southern 
Lebanon, and he reportedly denied having 


anything to do with the killing. But he was 
eventually released and then went on the run. 
Wahid’s brother, Abdel Ahmed, was also 
arrested in connection with the case, but 
British prosecutors eventually dropped the 
charges, citing insufficient evidence. 

Kama’s sister Magda, who lives in Montreal, 
said that news of the arrest was a painful 
reminder of what happened. “At the same 
time it does some good,” she said, breaking 
into tears. “She was a very beautiful woman, 
generous, helpful.” 

“We had even given up hope,” said Laila 
Kama, her other sister. 

Both Youssef Ahmed Wahid and Kama, a 
frequent visitor to the U.K., shared an address 
in west London and police have said that the 
motive for the slaying may have been the 
theft of Kama’s money and jewelry, which 
has never been recovered.

Bumper-to-bumper gridlock 
spanning for 60 miles with 
vehicles moving little more 
than a half-mile a day at 
one point has improved 
since this weekend, said 
Zhang Minghai, director of 
Zhangjiakou city’s Traffic 
Management Bureau 

general office. 

Some drivers have been 
stuck in the j am for five days, 
China Central Television 
reported Tuesday. But 


Zhang said he wasn’t sure 
when the situation along 
the Beijing-Zhangjiakou 
highway would return to 
normal. 

The traffic jam started Aug. 
14 on a stretch of the highway 
that is frequently congested, 
especially after large 
coalfields were discovered 
in Inner Mongolia, Zhang 
said. Traffic volume has 
increased 40 percent every 
year. Drivers stranded in 
the gridlock in the Inner 
Mongolia region and Hebei 
province, headed toward 
Beijing, passed the time 
sleeping, walking around, 
or playing cards and chess. 
Local villagers were doing 
brisk business selling instant 
noodles, boxed lunches and 
snacks, weaving between 
the parked trucks on 


bicycles. 

Though there were no 
reports of road rage violence, 
drivers complained about 
price-gouging by villagers 
who were their only source 
of food and water. A bottle 
of water that normally 
costs 1 yuan (15 cents) was 
selling for 10 yuan ($1.50), 
while the price of a 3 yuan- 
(45 cent-) cup of instant 
noodles had more than 
tripled, media reports said. 
“A boxed lunch is 10 yuan 
($1.50), and one box isn’t 
enough for me,” China 
National Radio cited a 
driver sumamed Lu as 
saying. “I’m spending up to 
50 yuan (about $7.50) a day 
on food. It’s more expensive 
than eating in a restaurant.” 
The highway construction

inbound traffic flow and 
causing the jam “will not 
be finished until Sept. 17,” 
Zhang said. Authorities were 
trying to speed up traffic 
by allowing more trucks to 
enter Beijing, especially at 
night, Zhang said. They also 
asked trucking companies 
to suspend operations and 
advised drivers to take 
alternate routes. 


China’s roadways are 
increasingly overburdened 
as the number of private 
vehicles booms along with 
commercial truck traffic 
hauling materials like coal 
and food to cities. Traffic 
slowdowns because of 
construction and accidents 
are common, though a 10- 
day traffic jam is unusual 
even in China. □

Islamist rebels attack Somali hotel, killing 32

MOGADISHU, Somalia 
(AP) — Islamist militants 
wearing Somali military 
uniforms stormed a hotel 
favored by lawmakers in the 
war-battered capital Tuesday, 
firing indiscriminately and 
killing 32 people, including 
six parliamentarians. 

A suicide bomber and one of 
the gunmen were also killed 
in the brazen attack just a half- 
mile from the presidential 
palace. The attack showed the 
insurgent group al-Shabab, 
which controls wide areas 
of Somalia, can penetrate 
even the few blocks of the 
capital under the control of 
the government and African 
Union troops. 

Tuesday’s well-planned 
assault came one day after 
al-Shabab warned of a new 
“massive war.” Sheik Ali 
Mohamud Rage, an insurgent 
spokesman, said the attack 
by members of the group’s 
“special forces” targeted 
government leaders, foreign 
agents and “apostates” at the 
$10-a-night Muna Hotel. 
Survivors of the hour-long 
slaughter described seeing 
bodies strewn throughout the 
hotel and people scrambling 
to safety through windows. 


An 11-year-old shoeshine boy 
and a woman selling tea were 
among the dead. 

In an interview with The 
Associated Press, one 
parliamentarian said she was 
jolted awake by the popping 
sound of gunfire. Saynab 
Qayad said three fellow 
lawmakers staying on the top 
floor of the three-story hotel 
drew their guns while other 
guests fled out windows. 
“Smoke filled my room after 
bullets smashed my window. I 
hid myself in a corner of the 
room. Then a guest next door 
came to my door, screaming 
‘Come out! Come out!’ And 
when I came out bullets 
continued to fly around. 

“I went back to my room 
and locked my door. Shortly 
afterward, the hotel staff asked 
me to come down and put me 
in a room at the second floor 
with four other survivors,” she 
said. “The body of a member 
of parliament was lying at that 
small room’s door.” 

A manager at the Muna Hotel, 
Abdullahi Warsame, said the 
attack was carried out by two 
gunmen who first fired on 
people sitting under a tree, then 
opened fire at the reception 
desk. The gunmen then moved 
to the second floor, where 
they battled security forces 
and armed parliamentarians, 
he said. The two fought until 


they ran out of ammunition, 
when one blew himself up, 
Warsame said. 

After it was over, Somali 
government forces tied the 
body of one of the dead 
assailants to the back of a 
pickup truck and dragged 
it through the dusty streets 
of the capital, a scene eerily 
reminiscent of how bodies 
of dead American soldiers 
were treated following the 
disastrous Black Hawk Down 
battle of 1993 in Mogadishu. 
Tuesday’s attack only extended 
the stream of warfare that 
rattled Mogadishu on Monday, 
when 40 civilians died in 
fighting between al-Shabab 
and Somali and African Union 
troops. 

Somalia’s deputy prime 
minister told AP that 19 
civilians, six members of 
parliament, five security forces 
and two hotel workers were 
killed Tuesday — a total of 32. 
Two attackers also were killed, 
said Abdirahman Haji Aden 
Ibi, the deputy prime minister. 
A government statement said 
31 people were killed. There 
was no way to immediately 
reconcile the figures. 

In Washington, U.S. State 
Department spokesman P.J. 
Crowley said the attack during 
Ramadan highlighted al- 
Shabab’s “complete disregard 
for human life, Somali culture 


and Islamic values.” 
Al-Shabab, which has links to 
al-Qaida and boasts veterans of 
the Iraq and Afghanistan wars 
among its ranks, has grown 
deadlier in recent months. 
Last month it claimed twin 
bombings in Uganda during 
the World Cup final that killed 
76 people. 

“The only intention of this 
group is to destroy the nation, 
massacre people and then 
finally hand the country to 
ruthless foreigners,” Somali 
President Sheik Sharif Sheik 
Ahmed said. “So I call upon 
all Somali people to unite

fighting against these enemies 
and help government forces.” 
The militant group is fighting 
to oust the 6,000 African 
Union troops from Uganda 
and Burundi that prop up 
the U.N.-backed Somali 
government — forces whom 
al-Shabab calls crusaders and 
invaders. 

“We will eliminate them from 
our country in a battle we call 
‘the end of the aggressors,”’ 
Rage said. 

“They wanted to enjoy 
themselves in hotels while 
women and children are sent 
to makeshift homes.”□ 
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Hezbollah, Sunni group clash in Beirut, killing 3

BEIRUT (AP) — Lebanese 
Shiite and Sunni groups 
traded machine gun fire 
and grenades in Beirut 
on Tuesday, killing three 
people and wounding 
several others just blocks 
from a busy downtown 
packed with tourists at this 
time of year. 

Lebanese soldiers cordoned 
off the area and prevented 
journalists from entering, 
but the crackle of sniper 
fire and popping of rocket 
propelled grenades was 
audible for hours. 

Gunmen stood on the comers 
and peering down alleyways 
in the neighborhood while 
families ran for cover. 
Ambulances rushed to the 
scene and an elderly man 
was loaded into a stretcher 
clutching his neck, while 
another was covered in 
blood and not moving. 

The shootout erupted 
between the ShiiteHezbollah 
and the conservative Sunni 
Al-Ahbash group following 
a fight outside a mosque in 
the mixed residential area of 
Bourj Abu Haidar security 
officials said. 

A joint statement issued 
later by the two groups said 
the incident resulted from 
an “personal dispute and 
has no political or sectarian 


background.” 

It said the two sides agreed 
to immediately put an end 
to their differences and end 
all armed presence on the 
street. 

The officials said 
Mohammed Fawaz, a 
Hezbollah official from the 
area, and his aide, Munzer 
Hadi, were killed in the 
clashes along with Fawaz 
Omeirat of Al-Ahbash. 

The officials spoke on 
condition of anonymity in 
line with regulations. 

Angry fighters later set 
fire to a mosque in the 
nearby neighborhood of 
Basta, according to an AP 
photographer. 

Salah, a 40-year-old who 
did not wish to give his last 
name, said he was inside 
the Bourj Abu Haidar 
mosque when he heard a 
commotion outside and 
people screaming “calm 
down.” 

Then 20 minutes later, he 
heard gunshots and bullets 
slamming into the mosque. 
“They were shooting at the 
mosque. 

I think these people are 
crazy. They must have gone 
home to get their friends,” 
he said. 

Salah stayed inside with 
others before fleeing during 
a lull in the fighting. 

The clashes took place as 


Hezbollah leader Sheik 
Hassan Nasrallah addressed 
supporters, calling for 
increasedmilitary assistance 
for the Lebanese army from 
Iran and its Arab neighbors. 
It was the worst clash since 
May 2008, when Hezbollah 
gunmen swept through 
Sunni neighborhoods 
of Beirut after the pro- 
Western government tried 
to dismantle the group’s 
telecommunications 
network. 

The fighting at the time 
brought the country to the 


brink of a new civil war. 
Lebanon has a history of 
deadly sectarian strife. 
Tensions have been running 
high in recent weeks over 
signs a U.N. tribunal could 
indict Hezbollah in the 2005 
killing of former Prime 
Minister Rafik Hariri. 
Nasrallah has said he 
has information that the 
tribunal will implicate 
Hezbollah members, but 
he says the tribunal is an 
“Israeli project” and has no 
credibility. 

Al-Ahbash, or the 


Associated Press 
Association of Islamic 
Charitable Projects, is a 
deeply conservative Muslim 
group and a rival to many 
other Sunni groups in the 
country, including Hariri’s 
Future movement and the 
hardline Islamic Group. 

The group’s name rose to 
prominence in the wake 
of Hariri’s assassination. 
Two senior officials from 
the group were detained 
for about four years on 
suspicion of involvement 
in the killing, but were later 
released.^

seeded No. 1 
at U.S. Open; 
Clusters No. 2 

NEW YORK (AP)—Caroline 
Wozniacki of Denmark was 
seeded No. 1 at a Grand Slam 
tournament for the first time 
on Tuesday, receiving the top 
spot at the U.S. Open because 
Serena Williams pulled out 
with a foot injury. 

Wozniacki, ranked No. 2 
behind Williams by the WTA, 
was the runner-up at Flushing 
Meadows last year and is the 
first woman since 2003 to be 
seeded No. 1 at the U.S. Open 
without already having won a 
major championship. 
Defending champion Kim 
Clijsters was seeded No. 2 by 
the U.S. Tennis Association, 
which stuck strictly to the 
rankings in determining the 
seedings. Venus Williams, the 
2000-01 U.S. Open champion, 
is No. 3, followed by 2008 
runner-up Jelena Jankovic 
and French Open runner-up 
Samantha Stosur. 

Two other past U.S. Open 
champions who were 
seeded are No. 11 Svetlana 
Kuznetsova and No. 14 Maria 
Sharapova.

ATHENS, Greece (AP) — 
The United States has three 
major problems to solve if it is 
to dominate the forthcoming 
World Championship, coach 
Mike Krzyzewski said 
Tuesday. 

Krzyzewski, who has 
assembled a roster of young 
NBA talent, said that a lack of 
height, the differences between 
NBA and global basketball 
rules, and his players’ lack of 
experience playing together 
are all challenges for the U.S. 
His team has one more 
opportunity to prepare, in a 
tuneup game against Greece 
on Wednesday. The World 
Championship, in Turkey, 
runs Aug. 28 through Sep. 12. 
“We have only played three 
(warmup) games and we have 
never played together before 
(in a championship game),” 
Krzyzewski said after a 
shootaround at the Olympic 
Indoor Arena in Athens. 
“(Wednesday) night’s game 
for us is about getting a better 
understanding of ourselves 
and the international game 
before we get into the world 
championships. We get the 
chance to do it against one of 
the best teams.” 

Wednesday’s game is being 
held in the same arena where 
the U.S. team at the 2004 
Olympics — which included 
LeBron James, Dwyane 
Wade, Tim Duncan and Allen 
Iverson, among others — 
failed to win gold for the first 
time since 1972. 

Greece upset the Americans 
at the previous World 
Championship, in 2006, 
winning their semifinal 
against a lineup that again 
contained James and Wade. 
Only with Krzyzewski’s 
“Redeem Team” of 2008 did 
the U.S. win another Olympic 
gold and break a string of 
disappointing results in major 
tournaments dating back to the 
2002 World Championship in 
Indianapolis. 

Krzyzewski’s roster for 
Turkey this year boasts just 
two veterans — Denver 
Nuggets guard Chauncey 
Billups and Lakers forward 
Lamar Odom. He has said 
that defending champion 
Spain is the favorite, but his 


team defeated the Spaniards, 
in Madrid, 86-85 last Sunday. 
“In Beijing (in 2008) we 
had a team of experienced 
professionals; this team has 
younger professionals, outside 
of Odom and Billups,” said 
Krzyzewski, who built his 
fame as a successful college 
coach. 

“We are trying to adapt (to 
different kinds of players) 
and it’s good. I don’t think the 


players should have to adapt 
to you as much as you should 
adapt to them.” 

Tyson Chandler is the team’s 
only true center as well as its 
only 7-footer, but Krzyzewski 
said that situation was not 
intentional. 

“We thought we would be 
bigger but the first day of 
training camp we lost (Brook) 
Lopez, (Amare) Stoudamire 
and (David) Lee and we could

not bring other people in,” he 
said. “There’s more (chance 
of) error with the lack of 
size.” 

He added that he might use a 
zone defense extensively on 
Wednesday against Greece’s 
tall frontline. “I could also 
use (Sofoklis) Schortsanitis,” 
Krzyzewski joked, referring 
to Greece’s 2.08-meter, 156- 
kilogram (6-foot-10, 345- 

pound) center. 


His team must learn to adapt 
to international basketball 
rules, especially on traveling, 
a problem for many U.S. 
professionals, men and 
women, playing in Europe. 
In the game against Spain, 
the U.S. bench was furious at 
officials’ numerous traveling 
calls. “I understand that in 
the half court, you have to 
put the ball down before you 
move, but (calling a traveling 
violation) in the full court is 
something that’s a little bit 
unusual,” Krzyzewski said. 
The U.S. coach may lack the 
star-studded lineup he had 
at the Olympics but he has 
gained a wealth of knowledge 
on his opponents. At the last 
World Championship, he was 
derided by the Greek press 
and some U.S. commentators 
for referring to the Greek 
players using their jersey 
numbers. On Tuesday he 
mentioned several names 
and analyzed their strengths. 
When he stumbled over the 
name of Greek center Yannis 
Bouroussis, he quipped: “I 
am sorry. But you do have 
difficulty with (pronouncing) 
Krzyzewski, don’t you?” 

U.S. embassy security 
personnel were at the 
shootaround and will also be 
at Wednesday’s game. They, 
along with USA Basketball 
officials, inspected the 
premises last Thursday, hours 
before the Greece-Serbia 
friendly. 

The U.S. team has also done 
some touring. On Monday 
evening they visited the 
Acropolis museum and on 
Tuesday they went to the 
Tomb of the Unknown Soldier 
in central Athens, where they 
were greeted by tourism 
minister Giorgos Nikitiadis, 
and distributed autographs. 

At the World Championship, 
the U.S. plays Brazil, Croatia, 
Iran, Slovenia and Tunisia in 
Group B. Greece, the runner- 
up at the last worlds, is in 
Group C with China, the Ivory 
Coast, Puerto Rico, Russia 
and Turkey. 

Group A features Angola, 
Argentina, Australia, 

Germany, Jordan and Serbia 
and Group D contains Canada, 
Prance, Lebanon, Lithuania, 
New Zealand and defending 
champion Spain.□ 


Missing top talent hurts U.S. 
team at Youth Olympics

SINGAPORE - The head of the U.S. 
Olympic Committee on Tuesday blamed 
scheduling conflicts for the Americans’ 
woeful performance in the inaugural Youth 
Olympics, where their gold medal tally is less 
than Hungary and Azerbaijan. 

The U.S. team, which traditionally is a 
dominant force at Olympic games, has won 
just four gold medals in Singapore and trails 
far behind China, which tops the medals table 
with 29 golds. 

“There were some scheduling challenges,” 
USOC chief executive Scott Blackmun 
said. “We looked at this as a developmental 
opportunity for some of our athletes who 
don’t otherwise get the opportunity to 
compete internationally.” 

The talent gap was most glaring in the pool, 
as Chinese swimmers won 11 golds while 
the American team won one race. Some elite 
U.S. swimmers skipped the Youth Olympics 


to compete at the Pan-Pacific Championships 
in Irvine, Calif., on Aug 18-22. 

On Tuesday, Chile won the girls soccer 
gold, defeating Equitorial Guinea 5-3 in a 
penalty shootout, while the Netherlands beat 
Argentina 2-1 in the girls field hockey final. 
Blackmun said the U.S. team embraced the 
sports, cultural and educational activities 
of the Youth Games, which feature 3,600 
athletes aged 14 to 18 from 204 national 
Olympic committees competing in 26 sports 
from Aug 14-26. 

“As things turned out, we might have struck 
that balance a little closer to the culture and 
education line,” Blackmun said. “It’s not like 
we sent athletes that weren’t qualified to be 
there.” 

U.S. coaches defended the quality of their 
teams. Girls basketball coach Kathy Richey- 
Walton said her team, which won the bronze, 
had the best talent in the tournament. The 
boys basketball team stumbled to a fourth- 
place finish. □ 
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Doctors cloar Yao Ming for basketball activities

HOUSTON (AP) — Chinese 
center Yao Ming is confident 
that he’ll be ready for the start 
of the NBA regular season 
after a Houston Rockets 
doctor declared his surgically 
repaired foot fully healed. 

Yao missed last season after 
undergoing complex surgery 
on his left foot in July 2009. 
Team doctor Tom Clanton 
has cleared Yao to resume 
basketball activities. 

The Rockets had said all 
along that they expected Yao 
to play in 2010-11. Yao was 
still relieved when he got the 
official diagnosis. 

“I am very excited,” Yao said 
on Tuesday. “I am just looking 
forward to playing a great 
season. I think I can count on 
my foot now.” 

The 2.29-meter (7-foot-6) Yao 
sweated through a gray T-shirt 
during a vigorous workout for 
reporters at the Toyota Center. 
He mostly worked on post 
moves with teammate Chuck 


Hayes and 2.14-meter (7- 
footer) James Cripe, a player 
in the NBA’s developmental 
league. 

He landed awkwardly on his 
left foot at one point, wincing 
in pain. He resumed the 
workout a few seconds later, 
and said he’s less afraid to 
test the foot than he was two 
months ago, when he started 
running again. 

“That’s just the confidence,” 
Yao said. “I think everybody 
would have that after a foot 
injury, and (I’m) just still a 
little bit weak on that. I just 
need to continue to build on 
that. Compared to two months 
ago, it’s really a lot better.” 
General manager Daryl Morey 
says the team will be cautious 
with Yao and limit his minutes 
early in the season. Morey 
said Clanton’s diagnosis was 
a “key hurdle” in Yao’s road 
back. “It’s great news,” Morey 
said. “It’s what we anticipated, 
but until you get over these 
milestones, you’re never for 
sure. He looks like his old self. 


He still has a ways to go on his 
wind (fitness) and things like 
that. But it’s just good to see 
him out there.” 

Early in his recovery, Yao had 
doubts about his future. In the 
month after he was told that he 
would likely miss the 2009-10 
season, Yao said he secluded 
himself and hoped to find 
out later that the doctors had 
somehow made a mistake. 
“That was really a hard 
month for me,” Yao said. “I 
got a lot of phone calls from 
the Rockets staff, coaches, 
players, teammates and my 
friends and of course, my 
family will always be there to 
stay with me. 

“That was the hardest time, 
(and it’s) already passed. Now, 
we’re looking forward and 
making something good.” 

The Rockets open training 
camp on Sept. 25. They will 
travel to China in mid-October 
for two preseason games 
against New Jersey.

Top seed Baghdatis advances at Pilot Pen

NEW HAVEN, Connecticut (AP) — Top- 
seeded Marcos Baghdatis fought through 
strong winds and a half hour of rain delays 
Tuesday for a 6-2, 6-4 win over Russia’s Igor 
Andreev in his opening match at the Pilot Pen 
tennis tournament. 

The Cypriot, who made it to the semifinals last 
week in Cincinnati and the finals earlier this 
month in Washington said he’s playing some 
of his best tennis heading into next week’s U.S. 
Open. 

“It’s been a good summer for me, but I came to 
play here and I came to win the tournament,” 
he said. 

“I’m not looking to win a Grand Slam or play 
well in a Grand Slam,” he added. “I’m looking 
to improve my tennis.” 

Baghdatis broke Andreev in the first game of 
each set and kept the pressure on, but said the 
weather made it hard to get into a rhythm. 

“The balls are heavy with the wind, with the 
rain a bit, you don’t feel really good to grip 
the racket,” he said. “I cannot say I’m feeling 
perfect, but I’m happy I won. I’m happy I 
found a solution so I can get another match 
tomorrow.” 

In the women’s draw, Russian Maria Kirilenko 
beat last year’s finalist Elena Vesnina 6-1, 3-6, 
6-1 in the first round, a year after making it to 
the finals. 

Despite her runner-up status, Vesnina had to go 
through qualifying to get into the tournament, 


arriving from Montreal on Saturday just 2 
hours before her first match. She played and 
won three matches over the weekend to earn 
her way into this year’s main draw. 

Kirilenko said she switched rackets after losing 
her feel for the ball in the second set. 

“I started to make a lot of double faults, and my 
serve didn’t work at all,” she said. “In the third 
set, my serve started to feel better.” 

On the grandstand court, Marion Bartoli of 
France needed three sets to get by Alona 
Bondarenko of Ukraine 6-7 (4), 7-6 (2), 6-3. 
Bartoli said wind gusts didn’t allow her to be as 
aggressive as she would have liked. 

“I was aiming in the middle and my ball was 
ending up 10 centimeters from the baseline or 
from the right or left line,” she said. 

Australia’s Samantha Stosur played Italy’s Sara 
Errani in the final women’s match Tuesday 
night.

“I’m 
probably a little bit away from 
game shape. The good news 
is we still have one month 
until training camp, and two 
months to the season.” 

A seven-time NBA All-Star, 
Yao has averaged 19.1 points 
and 9.3 rebounds in seven 
seasons since the Rockets 


drafted him with the No. 1 
overall pick in 2002. 

Yao, who turns 30 on Sept. 
12, said he’s fought the urge 
to push himself too hard as 
he tries to regain his old form. 
The Rockets’ medical staff 
advised Yao throughout his 
recovery that he needed to 
scale back his workouts. 

“The doctors say, ‘No, you 
need to slow down,”’ he said. 
“’Step by step, you need to 
learn walking before you start 
running.’ That’s what they 
said. They said I’ve got to be 
patient with it. But I’m very 
happy.’Q

NFL fines Ochocinco for timing of 
Twitter use 

CINCINNATI (AP) — 

Cincinnati Bengals wide 
receiver Chad Ochocinco 
was fined $25,000 by the 
NFL on Tuesday for the 
timing of his tweets. 

The league said Ochocinco’s 
messages appeared on 
his Twitter page during 
a prohibited time during 
the Bengals-Philadelphia 
Eagles preseason game on 
Friday. It said the Bengal 
player violated policies on 
electronic device possession 
and posting of social media 
messages. 

The use of cell phones, 
computers or other electronic 
equipment by players and 
coaches is prohibited from 
90 minutes before kickoff 
through the end of the 
game. 

The NFL’s statement said 
Ochocinco’s messages on 
the social media site showed

Jets’ Nick Mangold signs, 
becomes highest-paid center

FLORHAM PARK, New 
Jersey (AP) — New York Jets 
center Nick Mangold became 
the highest-paid player at his 
position by signing a seven- 
year deal on Tuesday that 
could be worth up to $55 
million. 

“To be able to say, The 
highest-paid center’ is very 
nice to hear,” Mangold said. 
“It worked out well for both 
sides.” 

The deal includes over $22 


million in guaranteed money, a 
person with knowledge of the 
contract told The Associated 
Press. The person requested 
anonymity because the team 
did not announce details of 
the deal. 

“Signed, sealed and delivered,” 
a smiling Mangold said. 

The two-time Pro Bowl center 
was scheduled to earn $3.3 
million in the final year of 
his five-year rookie deal. The 
contract surpasses the one 
inked last year by St. Louis 
center Jason Brown, whose 


five-year contract was worth 
$37.5 million, including $20 
million guaranteed. 

“It wasn’t a sticking point and 
I’m very fortunate that the 
Jets decided to go that route,” 
Mangold said of being the 
league’s highest-paid center. 
“I’m very appreciative and 
excited to have that. I’m sure 
next year some young gun 
will come along and blow me 
out of the water anyway, and 
that’s A-OK in my book.” 
Mangold was afirst-roundpick 
out of Ohio State University 
in 2006, and quickly became 
regarded around the league 
as one of the game’s best at 
his position. He anchored an 
offensive line last season that 
paved the way for the NFL’s 
top rushing offense. 

The Jets have now signed two 
of their four key, young players 
to long-term deals. New York 
gave Pro Bowl left tackle 
D’Brickashaw Ferguson a six- 
year deal for $60 million last 
month. Comerback Darrelle 
Revis and linebacker David 
Harris are also looking for 
new contracts. □

NASHVILLE, Tenn. 
- National championship, 
regular season or simply 
an exhibition. The setting 
doesn’t seem to matter, 
not when Vince Young is 
playing Matt Leinart. 
Young outdueled Leinart 
yet again, Chris Johnson 
ran for a touchdown and 
Tennessee beat the Arizona 
Cardinals 24-10 Monday 
night in the Titans’ 
preseason home opener. 
The Titans (1-1) never 
trailed as Johnson scored 
on his sixth carry, an 8- 
yard TD that capped an 
85-yard drive. The All-Pro 
watched from the bench 
the rest of the night. 

The top two quarterbacks 
taken in the 2006 draft 
didn’t play very much in 
the preseason matchup. At 
least Leinart didn’t have 
to watch Young drive his 
team down the field late 
for the win like he did in 
the 2006 BCS national 
championship or on this 
very field last Nov. 29 with 
a 99-yard drive for a 20-17 
win. 

“He felt excited about 
playing,” Titans coach Jeff 
Fisher said of Young. “He 
was prepared, focused and 
made plays with his legs, 
made plays with his arm 
and was really good on 
the line of scrimmage as 
well.” 

Young has no competition 
for his starting job these 
days, and he was 9 of 13 
for 128 yards. The former 
Texas star left after four 
series with a 10-0 lead, and 
he said the offense feels 
like it’s coming together. 
“We’ve got to ... keep 
working,” Young said. 
“Don’t get happy with 
ourselves right now 
because we still have a 
long ways to go. But I feel 
the confidence in myself 
as well as the receivers is 
very good right now.” 
Leinart is trying to hold 
off Derek Anderson for 
the starting job in Arizona. 


Leinart, who starred for 
Southern California in 
college, was 4 of 6 for 
28 yards but produced 
no points for a second 
straight preseason game. 
The Cardinals (1-1) went 
three-and-out on each of 
his three series with the 
Titans blitzing and showing 
different looks on defense. 
“I’m trying to work to get 
better,” Leinart said. “Guys 
are counting on me, and I’m 
confident that we’re going 
to get the job done and I’m 
going to get the job done. 
And that’s the bottom line.” 
Arizona coach Ken 
Whisenhunt wasn’t happy 
that the offense couldn’t 
take advantage of the 
Titans’ pressure, especially 
on third-and-1 on Leinart’s 
final series with a ball 
down the sideline to rookie 
Stephen Williams. 

“That’s disappointing,” 
Whisenhunt said. “It is a 
preseason game where we 
didn’t prepare against those 
kind of blitzes, but we’ve 
seen looks like that from 
our defense so I expect us to 
handle it better than we did 
tonight.” 

Young struggled a bit early 
but completed three of four 
passes for 67 yards to set up 
Johnson’s TD run. 

On his fourth drive, Young 
fumbled the ball off his chest 
while scrambling only to see 


the ball bounce right back to 
him as he finished off an 8- 
yard gain for a first down. 
Three plays later, Nate 
Washington got his hands 
underneath a low throw 
initially ruled incomplete. 
Fisher challenged and the 
replay showed he made the 
catch. 

Young drove the Titans to 
first-and-goal before they 
stalled. He tried to scramble 
up the middle on third down 
and was sacked by Paris 
Lenon and Adrian Wilson. 
Still, Rob Bironas’ 29-yard 
field goal capped the clock¬ 
consuming drive. 

Anderson replaced Leinart 
and gave the Cardinals 
a brief spark against the 
Titans’ first-team defense. 
He completed a 13-yarder to 
Steve Breaston for Arizona’s 
first first down of the game. 
He also found Williams, 
starting in place of Larry 
Fitzgerald (sprained knee), 
on a 37-yard pass. 

Working from the Tennessee 
6, Anderson overthrew 
Breaston in the end zone 
and couldn’t connect 
with Williams before the 
Cardinals settled for a 19- 
yard field goal from Jay 
Feely in the second quarter. 
The Titans certainly looked 
energized playing under 
the lights in the first game 
at LP Field since a May 
flood covered the field and 


parking lot with water. The 
Cardinals looked a bit tired 
from the trip east in an 
exhibition preceding a joint 
practice between the teams 
Wednesday at the Titans’ 
headquarters. 

The flood was remembered 
with a moment of silence 
before the national anthem. 
“We were very, very 
fortunate here,” Fisher 
said of minor damage to 
the stadium. “This was the 
last of Nashville’s worries,

The Russian is now ineligible 
for “any ISU activity,” the 
international federation said, 
including the Olympics, world 
championships and Grand 
Prix series.

Joannie Rochette ran into 
a similar conflict over an 
exhibition program in tribute 
to her mother. 

Rochette was asked to perform 
in her mother’s honor March 
19 at “Thin Ice,” a made-for- 
TV show broadcast live on 
ABC. But the ISU initially 
said no because the Canadian 
had withdrawn from worlds, 
citing the physical and mental 
toll from her mother’s sudden 
death in Vancouver. The ISU 
eventually made an exception 
because of the extreme 
circumstances. □ 


Concussion debate highlights world hockey summit 


TORONTO (AP)—One of hockey’s top doctors 
warns of the danger of players returning too 
soon from head injuries. 

Dr. Mark Aubry, the chief medical officer of 
the International Ice Hockey Federation, said 
recent studies and reports on the severity of 
concussions have heightened awareness. 

“I think it makes us stand up ... and say, 4 OK, 
what are we doing?”’ Aubry said. “When is the 
number of concussions too many in allowing 
that young player to return to play?” 

Aubry spoke Tuesday on the second day of 
the world hockey summit. He was joined by 
Philadelphia Flyers coach Peter Faviolette 
and Brendan Shanahan(notes), the NHF’s vice 
president of hockey and business affairs. 

Aubry has helped organize symposiums on 
concussions during his career. He said injuries 


have risen significantly at the peewee level when 
many youngsters first experience bodychecking. 
“We’re exposing these kids to an increased risk 
of injury at an age where I think we should still 
be talking about skill development and having 
fun,” Aubry said. “That’s where I think that 
hopefully things may change.” The debate on 
when to allow bodychecking—or whether to 
have it at all—was one of the livelier subjects. 
Coaching styles, equipment changes and player 
safety concerns also were discussed. Steve 
Norris, a doctor who has worked with Hockey 
Canada the past 15 years, started the session 
by discussing athlete development and the 
behavior and growth of young players.

Padraig Harrington captured 
the last two majors to win the 
award, although Woods still 
earned some consideration. 
He won four times in six 
starts, including a U.S. Open. 
The FedEx Cup playoffs 
get under way this week at 
The Barclays, and Woods is

at No. 112 in the standings, 
sandwiched between Bob 
Estes and Cameron Beckman.

LAS VEGAS (AP) — The Clark County 
coroner’s office ruled on Tuesday that 25- 
year-old professional golfer Erica Blasberg’s 
death was a suicide. Blasberg died on May 9 
at her home in Henderson, about 15 miles (25 
kilometers) southeast of the Las Vegas Strip. 
She was found with a plastic bag secured over 
her head. Henderson police said that while 
no foul play is suspected they have issued a 
misdemeanor arrest warrant for Dr. Thomas 
Hess on obstruction charges. Police said Hess, 
who discovered Blasberg’s body, removed 
items from the scene, including a suicide note. 
The contents of the note haven’t been disclosed. 
Hess turned himself into authorities, was 
booked into jail and released about 35 minutes 
after posting $637 in bail Tuesday afternoon, 
Henderson police spokesman Keith Paul said. 
David Mincavage, an assistant city attorney in 
Henderson, said the nonviolent misdemeanor 
charges against Hess carry a maximum penalty 
of a $1,000 fine and six months in jail. 
Mincavage said he could not comment further 
on the case, and Paul declined to say whether 
additional charges were possible. 

The coroner’s office said Blasberg died of suicide 


due to asphyxia, coupled with the presence 
of toxic levels of prescription medication in 
her system, including prescription headache, 
cough, pain and anti-anxiety medications. 

The drugs in Blasberg’s system included 
butalbital, temazepam, alprazolam, codeine, 
hydrocodone, and tramadol, according to the 
coroner. “While asphyxia was the primary cause 
of death, the presence of prescription drugs in 
Ms. Blasberg’s system was a significant factor,” 
Coroner Michael Murphy said. 

Henderson police spokesman Keith Paul said 
authorities would contact Hess’ lawyer and 
likely allow the doctor to turn himself in because 
the charge is a nonviolent misdemeanor. But the 
spokesman refused to say if additional charges 
were possible. The death investigation was 
complicated, police said, because Hess admitted 
altering the scene — including the removal of 
the note indicating Blasberg took her own life 
— and he stopped cooperating with detectives. 
Hess hid the note and prescription medications 
in his vehicle. 

The Nevada State Board of Medical Examiners 
in Reno said Hess’ medical license is active and 
he has had no disciplinary action or pending 
complaints. He got his license to practice in 
Nevada in July 2003.□

He 
wound up third, then missed 
the cut in the British Open 
and fizzled at the U.S. PGA 
Championship. 

Winning the FedEx Cup might 
be all it takes for Els to be 
voted player of the year. Then 
again, it’s mathematically 
possible for him to do that 
without winning another 
tournament. Can a guy get 
voted best player with only 
two wins and no majors? 

“If Phil wins, it’s got to be 
over,” Mahan said, continuing

The 36-year-old outfielder 
decided to pass up a chance to 
return to the Boston Red Sox, 
rejecting their waiver claim 
and choosing to remain with 
the Tigers. 

“These guys really like me 
here,” Damon said Tuesday, 
adding he spoke to each of 
his teammates individually to 
be sure he was wanted in the 
Tigers’ clubhouse. 

Damon was popular in Boston 
when he helped the Red Sox 
win the 2004 World Series to 
end an 86-year drought. With 
his long hair and beard, he was 
part of the group of Red Sox 
players who called themselves 
the “Idiots.” 

He fell out of favor, however, 
with many Boston fans when 
he later became a free agent 
and joined the rival New York 
Yankees. 

“Considering the buzz that 
Johnny created for many 
years here, one of the original 
Tdiots’ of the World Series 
champions here, I thought 
it would be a great idea. But 
sometimes the ideas of others 
are not the same as the person 
who actually has to be in the 
situation,” Red Sox outfielder 
Mike Cameron. 

Damon’s contract gives him 


veto power over trades to all 
but eight teams. Because the 
Red Sox weren’t one of those 
clubs, he was able to block the 
move. 

Damon said he was leaning 
toward staying put from 
the beginning. He texted 
former Red Sox teammate 
Jason Varitek and talked to 
David Ortiz, and both tried 
to convince him to return to 
Boston. 

“They told me they wanted a 
spark,” Damon said. 

Said Varitek: “I reached out to 
him, as a friend, as a teammate, 
and ultimately, he’s obviously 
had some decisions to make.” 
“I can only speak for what 
Johnny has meant here and 
what he has done as a player 
and what he is as a teammate. 
He would have been a big 
addition to our team with what 
he can do,” he said. 

The banged-up Red Sox began 
the day 5 1/2 games behind 
New York and Tampa Bay in 
the AL East. Detroit started 10 
games behind Minnesota in 
the AL Central and far out of 
wild-card contention. 

“This game’s tough enough 
and when you’re in a position 
and you’re in a city and you’re 
in a place where you want 
to be, a place where you’re 
happy, there’s no real reason

of doing that,” Boston closer 
Jonathan Papelbon said. “I’ve 
always admired Johnny since 
I came here in 4 05 and he was 
one of the players that took me 
under his wing and showed 
me the big leagues.

MELBOURNE, Australia (AP) — Formula 
One star Lewis Hamilton has been fined 
500 Australian dollars ($445) and avoided 
conviction for doing a burnout outside the 
Australian Grand Prix circuit in March. 
Hamilton, 25, did not appear at the 
Melbourne Magistrates’ Court on Tuesday. 
His lawyer, Sandip Mukerjea, said Hamilton 


was overseas but he would plead guilty 
to the charge of improper use of a motor 
vehicle. 

Mukerjea said Hamilton had publicly 
apologized over the incident and suffered 
“embarrassment, humiliation and distress” 
after he was criticized in the media. 

His lawyer said Hamilton wrote two letters 
to the court explaining why he could not be 
present on Tuesday. Hamilton is expected 
to compete in the Belgian Grand Prix this 
weekend. 

Magistrate Clive Alsop said Hamilton was 
a role model for young people which put 
the responsibility on him to behave. 

“This is about somebody in a responsible 
position behaving like a hoon,” Alsop said. 
He said he would not record a conviction 
as it was the first offense of its kind by 
Hamilton. 

Hamilton was charged in May after having 
his borrowed Mercedes impounded under 
Victoria state’s so-called “hoon” laws 
on March 26. He was alleged to have 
intentionally spun and skidded his tires 
at the entrance to the Grand Prix track at 
Albert Park. 

In the March 28 race, the McLaren driver 
started from 11th on the grid after a poor 
second qualifying session when he failed to 
make it into the top-10 shootout for pole. 
Then, just when he looked like redeeming 
himself after maneuvering through the 
field, Hamilton was bumped off the track 
by Australian Mark Webber’s Red Bull two 
laps from the end and finished sixth.Q

NEW YORK - Michael 
Douglas’ return to his 
Academy Award-winning 
“Wall Street” role also 
spawned a legal sequel to his 
decade-old divorce. 


Lawyers representing the 
actor and ex-wife Diandra 
Douglas tangled in a New 
York court Tuesday over her 
claim that she’s entitled to 
half his earnings from “Wall 
Street: Money Never Sleeps,” 
set to open Sept. 24. 

The dispute has featured 
accusations of avarice on 
both sides and an unusually 
detailed look at Hollywood- 
style divorce. 

The couple’s 23-year marriage 
ended in 2000. He’s now 
married to Oscar-winning 
actress Catherine Zeta-Jones. 
The former couple’s 
multimillion-dollar divorce 
gives Diandra Douglas the 
right to share in proceeds from 
spinoffs and other projects 
related to work Michael 
Douglas did while they were 
married. 

That, her camp says, should 
include director Oliver 
Stone’s “Wall Street” follow¬ 
up, in which Michael Douglas 


reprises and updates his 
Oscar-winning role as Gordon 
Gekko, the take-no-prisoners 
financier whose declaration 
that “greed is good” became 
either a slogan or an epithet 
for the 1980s, depending on 
one’s perspective. 

But Michael Douglas’ lawyer 
says his ex is misinterpreting 
the agreement, and it doesn’t 
apply to the “Wall Street” 
sequel. It wasn’t on the horizon 
when the two split, and he 
didn’t then have so much as 
a guarantee that he’d be in a 
sequel if one were ever made, 
said his lawyer, Marilyn B. 
Chinitz. 

Since their divorce, Diandra 
Douglas has made $6.3 
million from her stake in 
residual proceeds from other 
past projects, Chinitz said. 
“When does it stop? ... She’s 
not Mrs. Michael Douglas” 
anymore, Chinitz told a 
Manhattan judge Tuesday. 
“It’s enough. It’s time for Ms. 


Douglas to move on and let Mr. 
Douglas move on and enjoy 
his life, without having to 
concern himself with someone 
trying to claw back moneys 
that they’re not entitled to.” 
Diandra Douglas’ lawyer says 
her client isn’t money-hungry 
and isn’t clinging to her ex- 
husband’s coattails. 

“She has her own identity, and 
she’s proud of it,” said her 
lawyer, Nancy Chemtob. “My 
client is not greedy. The exact 
opposite is true. Mr. Douglas 
is seeking to shirk his financial 
responsibility that was entered 
into when he signed this 
contract.” 

Michael Douglas’ side also 
says the dispute belongs 
in Santa Barbara, Calif., 
where the couple hammered 
out a divorce agreement so 
extensive that the particulars 
are recorded in an hours- 
long videotape made before a 
judge, according to Chinitz. 
Diandra Douglas chose to 


pursue the case in New York, 
where she and the actor both 
have homes. 

Neither Douglas was in court 
Tuesday. State Supreme Court 
Justice Matthew F. Cooper 
didn’t issue a ruling or set a 
timeframe for one. 

Insights into the former 
couple’s life together were 
bared earlier this year, when 
their son, Cameron, faced 
sentencing after pleading 
guilty to a federal drug charge 
for dealing methamphetamine 
from a trendy Manhattan 
hotel. In a letter to his son’s 
judge, Michael Douglas 
described their union as a “bad 
marriage.” 

Both parents were in court 
when Cameron Douglas, 31, 
was sentenced in April to five 
years in prison. 

Michael Douglas, 65, was 
recently diagnosed with a 
tumor in his throat. He’s doing 
well and feeling optimistic, 
Chinitz said.Q 



Trial begins for actress accused of sham marriage

LOS ANGELES - A 
Mexican-born actress and 
her musician husband lied 
about their marriage to 
immigration officials so 
she could stay in the U.S., 
a federal prosecutor told 
prospective jurors Tuesday. 
In his opening statement, 
Special Assistant U.S. 
Attorney James Left 
showed a picture of 
Fernanda Romero and Kent 
Ross on their wedding day 
but said the appearance was 
deceptive. 

“There was a real ceremony 
but nothing else about it is 
real,” Left said. “It was a 
sham marriage.” 

Romero, a singer, actress 
and model who has 
attained moderate fame in 
her homeland, and Ross, a 
musician and manager of 
a pizza delivery business, 
have each pleaded not guilty 
to charges of marriage 
fraud and making false 
statements. 

If convicted, they could 
each face a maximum prison 
sentence of five years. 


The couple sat next to each 
other wearing black suits 
and wedding rings on their 
left forefingers. 

Prosecutors claimed that 
since their nuptials in June 
2005, they have maintained 
separate homes, dated other 
people and repeatedly lied 
on immigration forms and 
to federal agents about their 
relationship. 

Left said testimony will be 
presented from people who 
say Romero and Ross told 
them the marriage was a 
fraud. 

The government claims 
Ross was paid $5,000 to 
marry Romero so she could 
obtain permanent residency, 
an assertion defense 
attorneys deny. 

Defense attorneys 

said the couple has an 
unconventional yet 

passionate relationship and 
are still married. Attorney 
Vicki Podberesky showed 
jurors several photos of 
Romero and Ross together, 
describing them as “looking 
like a young couple in 
love.” 

Podberesky said the 


government’s case stemmed 
from a spumed lover of 
Romero who became angry 
and made the allegation of 
the false marriage when she 
tried to break off the affair. 
Prosecutors said the 
photographs of Romero and 
Ross were staged. When 
agents visited both of their 
homes in October 2007, 
neither had any photos 
of each other on display, 
prosecutors said. 

Marriage fraud cases 
are often handled in 
administrative immigration 
proceedings,butprosecutors 
decided to pursue criminal 
charges against Romero 
and Ross because there was 
overwhelming evidence the 
marriage was fake. 

Romero was a member of 
the Mexican pop group 
Fryzzby and had a bit role 
in the 2009 film “Drag Me 
to Hell.” She has been living 
in the U.S. off-and-on for a 
decade. 

In an unusual move, opening 
statements were delivered 
before a jury was selected. 
The trial is expected to last 
four days.Q 
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Home sales plunge 27 pet. 
to lowest in 15 years

WASHINGTON - Sales of 
previously occupied homes 
plunged last month to the 
lowest level in 15 years, 
despite the lowest mortgage 
rates in decades and bargain 
prices in many areas. 

July’s sales fell by more than 
27 percent to a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate of 
3.83 million, the National 
Association of Realtors said 
Tuesday. It was the largest 
monthly drop on records 
dating back to 1968, and sharp 
declines were recorded in all 
regions of the country. 

The plunge in home sales 
also magnified fears about the 
broader economy. 

“The housing market is 
undermining the already 
faltering wider economic 
recovery,” said Paul Dales, 
U.S. economist with 
Capital Economics. “With 
the increasingly inevitable 
double-dip in prices yet to 
come, things could yet get a 
lot worse.” 

Sales were particularly weak 
among homes in the lower- 


to mid-priced ranges. For 
example, in the Midwest, 
homes priced between 
$100,000 and $250,000 
tumbled nearly 47 percent. 

The weakness follows a strong 
spring, when now-expired 
government tax credits sparked 
sales, especially among first¬ 
time buyers of lower-priced 
homes. 

The tax credits caused many of 
those buyers to speed up their 
home purchases. Sales have 
weakened since the credits 
expired on April 30. 

As sales have slowed, the 
inventory of unsold homes on 
the market grew to nearly 4 
million in July. That’s a 12.5 
month supply at the current 
sales pace, the highest level 
in more than a decade. It 
compares with a healthy level 
of about six months. 

One reason the market is 
hurting is that buyers and 
sellers are in a standoff over 
prices. 

Many sellers are reluctant to 
lower their prices. And buyers 
are hesitating because they 
think home prices haven’t 
bottomed out. 

Laurie Salaman has been 


trying to sell her home in 
New York City for a year so 
she can move to the suburbs. 
She’s had no offers, even after 
cutting her listing price on the 
three-bedroom Bronx home 
from $475,000 to $449,900. 
She notes that she has upgraded 
the kitchen and bathrooms, 
refinished the basement and 
put in new decks and patios. 
Her goal is to take about 
$100,000 from the sale and 
put it toward the purchase of 
the new house. She said she 
won’t lower her price any 
further. 

“That’s my bottom price,” 
said Salaman, 55. “If I don’t 
get that price, then I will hold 
off until the market gets a little 
better,” she said. 

The housing market is 
also being hampered by 
the weakening economic 
recovery. Unemployment 
remains stuck at 9.5 percent 
and many potential buyers 
worry they might not have a 
job to pay the mortgage. 

Prices have fallen in part 
because foreclosures are 
running about 10 times higher 
than before the housing bust. 
Though the average rate for 
a 30-year fixed mortgage has 
sunk to 4.42 percent, many 
people can’t qualify because 
banks have tightened their 
lending standards. 

Home sales picked up in the 
spring when the government 
was offering tax credits. But 
sales have sputtered since the 
tax credits expired. 

The drop in July’s sales was 
led by 35 percent plunge in 
the Midwest. Sales were down 
30 percent in the Northeast, 
25 percent in the West and 23 
percent in the South. 

The median sale price was 
$182,600, up 0.7 percent 
from a year ago, but down 0.2 
percent from June.Q

Stocks drop after sharp 
fall in July home sales

NEW YORK - Stocks fell Tuesday after another disappointing 
report on the housing market renewed worries about the 
economy. The Dow Jones industrial average lost 97 points in late 
afternoon trading after news that sales of previously occupied 
homes fell last month to their lowest level in 15 years. 

The Dow briefly dipped below 10,000 for the first time in seven 
weeks and was down as much as 183 points earlier in the day 
before paring its losses. Investors seeking refuge from the latest 
stock swings piled back into Treasurys, sending interest rates 
lower. The yield on the two-year Treasury note touched another 
record low. 

Global markets fell sharply. Japanese stocks led the way lower, 
falling more than 1 percent as the yen hit a fresh 15-year high 
against the dollar. Japan’s economy relies heavily on exports, so 
a stronger yen hurts the profits of major Japanese companies. 
Stocks have been sliding in recent days as investors focus on 
signs that economic growth is slowing. Anew wave of corporate 
dealmaking gave stocks a temporary boost Monday, but those 
gains quickly faded. 

The National Association of Realtors said sales of previously 
occupied homes plunged 27 percent in July to an annual rate of 
3.83 million, the lowest rate in 15 years. That’s much worse than 
the 4.7 million estimate from economists polled by Thomson 
Reuters. The 27 percent drop from the previous month was the 
biggest since record-keeping began in 1968. 

Home sales have tumbled since a homebuyer tax credit expired 
at the end of April, despite mortgage rates falling to record lows. 
A stubbornly high unemployment rate of 9.5 percent has been 
keeping home sales down, and banks have also been cautious in 
making new loans. 

“Without a boost in job creation, (buyers) just won’t have 
the confidence to step in and buy a new home,” David Katz, 
principal at Weiser Capital Management said. 

In afternoon trading, the Dow Jones industrial average fell 
97.33, or 1.0 percent, to 10,076.48. Q

According to legend, our 
sister island of Curasao, 
whose name is the same as the 
Portuguese word for “cure”, 
was founded by Portuguese 
crew members from the ships 
of Christopher Columbus. 
The sailors who were dying of 
scurvy asked to be dropped off 
on the nearest land. Intending 
to die a horrible death from 
the dreaded disease, the men 
were dropped on an island as 
an alternative to dying at sea 
and being fed to the sharks. 
During his third voyage to the 
new world, Columbus stopped 
at the same island and, to his 
surprise, found his men had 
not perished, but had regained 
their health. In honor of this 
miracle Columbus named this 
island “the healing place”, or 
Curasao. 

Scurvy, the infamous disease 
that afflicted many sailors 
during the Age of Exploration 
is a horrible way to die. The 
word comes from Middle 
English “scurfy”, which 
means having scaly or 
shredded dry skin, such as 
dandruff and it means mean 
tempered. Interestingly, 
historical literature is full of 
descriptions of “scurfy sailors” 
who were, yes you guessed it, 
mean tempered with dry scaly 
skin, and lots of dandruff. 
Today, scurvy is one of 
the most serious diseases 
affecting teenagers, smokers 
and alcoholics. It is a 
deficiency disease that results 
from insufficient intake of 
vitamin C, which is necessary 
for good skin, bone, and other 
connective tissues production. 
The scientific name of vitamin 
C, ascorbic acid, is derived 
from the Latin name of scurvy, 


scorbutus. Scurvy leads to the 
formation of liver spots on 
the skin, spongy gums, and 
bleeding from all mucous 
membranes.

It is also a known 
anti-inflammatory and muscle 
relaxant, helping to reduce 
feelings of pain and stress. 
Vitamin C may also increase 
alertness, increase energy 
levels, increase mental clarity, 
provide better lung capacity, 
help lower blood pressure, 
increase good cholesterol and 
help to lower bad cholesterol. 

Cardiovascular 
diseases, heart disease and 
stroke, are the leading cause 
of death in individuals 
with diabetes.

Johnson & Johnson gets FDA 
warning on marketing

TRENTON, NJ. - A Johnson & Johnson business that makes 
joint replacements has been warned by the Food and Drug 
Administration that it is illegally marketing two products. 

The FDA notified Johnson & Johnson’s DePuy Orthopaedics 
Inc. that it is selling one product that was never approved for 
sale and is selling another product for uses that have not been 
specifically approved. 

In a letter to the company, the FDA wrote that DePuy is 
marketing its Corail Hip System for two unapproved uses, and 
promoting those uses in an online brochure. 

The agency also stated that it never approved the TruMatch 
Personalized Solution System. It uses software and high-tech CT 
scanning technology to create a detailed, 3-D view of a patient’s 
knee so a surgeon can properly position a knee implant. 

The FDA has told DePuy, which is based in Warsaw, Ind., to 
stop selling the hip system for unapproved uses and to provide 
information that would be needed for the agency to approve the 
TruMatch system. 

“The FDA will evaluate the information you submit and decide 
whether your product may be legally marketed,” stated the 
letter. 

In a statement, DePuy said it is “reviewing the letter to 
understand the FDA’s concerns and will respond to their request 
for information.” 

The FDA’s warning letter, addressed to DePuy President David 
Floyd, was posted on the agency’s website on Tuesday. The 
letter is dated Aug. 19. It is signed by Timothy A. Ulatowski, 
director of the Office of Compliance in the FDA center that 
oversees medical devices. 

It states that the Corail Hip System is approved for total hip 
replacement in patients with six specific types of damage to the 
hip. But a brochure on DePuy website claims the system can be 
used for treating two other conditions, according to the FDA. 
On Monday, Johnson & Johnson issued its ninth product recall 
in a year, this one covering millions of 1 Day Acuvue TruEye 
contact lenses sold in Japan and two dozen other countries in Asia 
and Europe. The recall followed complaints from customers in 
Japan of an unusual stinging or pain when inserting the lenses. 
Johnson & Johnson’s Vision Care Inc. business blamed the 
failure of manufacturing equipment that rinses off substances 
used in producing the lenses. 

Johnson & Johnson already is under scrutiny by FDA officials, 
Congress and federal prosecutors over eight previous U.S. 
recalls of nonprescription medicines since last September. Those 
included millions of bottles of Tylenol, other pain relievers and 
cold medicines for children and adults. 

The recalls have involved problems ranging from bacterial 
contamination and a nauseating smell on containers to drugs 
that may have the wrong amount of active ingredient and liquid 
medicines that may contain tiny metal shavings. 

In midday trading, Johnson & Johnson shares fell 78 cents to 
$58.08, while health-care stocks and the broader markets were 
all down.

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Tax Reform: These Small Steps Could Help Deficit, Economy

Is the American system of taxation nearing a watershed 
moment? It doesn’t seem like it, considering the political 
brawl in Washington over the soon-to-be-expired 
2001 and 2003 tax cuts passed during the Bush era. 
Lawmakers have known for the past several years that, 
if they did nothing, the tax breaks would automatically 
end on Dec. 31, 2010. Now, Washington is scrambling 
as the deadline looms and the economy sputters. 

The Obama Administration is pushing to keep all the 
cuts except those for individuals making more than 
$200,000 and couples earning more than $250,000. 
Some congressional Democrats would like to let the 
package expire. Congressional Republicans are rallying 
around the policy of either extending the cuts or making 
them permanent. 

At first glance, what we’re witnessing is the same old, 
same old about taxes in Washington. The pitched battles 
between supply-siders and advocates of raising taxes on 
the rich mostly lead to tax cuts here and tax hikes there. 
And that tax approach over the past quarter-century 
past has created a bewildering maze of exemptions, 
exclusions, deductions, credits, carve-outs, loopholes, 
income phase-ins, and income phase-outs. Economists, 
let alone taxpayers, despair at the waste from the 
billions of hours and billions of dollars spent on filing, 
administrative, and compliance costs. 

Despite unanimity about the problem and a brief 
moment of improvement under President Reagan 
in 1986, the tax code continues to accumulate ever 
more complexity. Reform is hard since far too many 
industries and individuals actually support the 
current setup, either because reform would hurt their 
pocketbooks by removing things like mortgage-interest 
deductibility or because they are adroit at ordering their 
finances around existing incentives (and disincentives). 
Washington lawmakers from both parties like handing 
out tax goodies to favored constituents in return for 
power and votes. 

Four> 

That said, major reforms have swept the nation before. 
Specifically, the tax historian Elliott Brownlee argues 
in Social Philosophy and Tax Regimes in the United 
States, 1763 to the Present that there have been four 
major shifts in U.S. tax policy. The turning points were 
all associated with fiscal crisis: the Civil War, World 
War I, the Great Depression, and World War II. The 
common thread is that each crisis forced the government 
to come up with another way to raise money. 


For example, the post-Civil War federal government 
largely relied on steep tariffs and excise duties on such 
items as alcohol and tobacco. The flaws of the system 
were increasingly apparent in the late 19th and early 
20th centuries, but the trade disruptions of World War 
I forced an overhaul. The tax regime that held sway 
from 1916 to 1931 was dominated by new corporate 
and individual income taxes, as well as excise levies on 
consumer goods. 

“Ultimately, durable tax reform happens when it must, 
not when it should. It happens when old taxes just can’t 
keep up anymore — not with fiscal demands, not with 
changes in the economy,” writes Joseph J. Thorndike, 
of the Tax History Project at Tax Analysts, a nonprofit 
publisher of tax information. 

Inadequate> 

The cumulative crises of the past decade have shown 
that the current tax regime isn’t up to the funding task. 
Following the tragedy of 9/11, the wars in Afghanistan 
and Iraq, and the fallout in financial markets from 
the September 2008 bankruptcy of Lehman Brothers 
Holdings, the federal government’s obligations have 
greatly expanded. Yes, much of the federal government’s 
red ink reflects the fiscal pinch from the worst downturn 
since the 1930s. Eventually, an economic recovery will 
boost the tax coffer and some of the costs associated 
with war, bank bailouts, and spending to jump-start the 
economy will dissipate, too. 

But entitlement spending is growing along with an 
aging population. Economists Alan Auerbach of the 
University of California at Berkeley and William 
Gale of the Brookings Institution calculate that if the 
economy reaches full employment in 2014 and stays 
there for the rest of the decade, staying the course with 
current fiscal policies would lead to a national debt in 
the range of 90 percent of gross domestic product by 
2020. (The Congressional Budget Office says the debt 
will reach 62 percent of GDP by yearend; it was nearly 
35 percent of GDP in 2000.) 

That said, Washington seems spent after the political 
fights over fiscal stimulus, health care, and financial- 
services reform. With midterm elections coming in 
November, it’s hardly an auspicious time for grand 
negotiation and bold bargains. But in the absence of 
consensus on a massive overhaul of the U.S. tax regime, 
there are still smaller steps lawmakers could take that 
might prove more politically palatable. 

Starting> 


For instance, a growing number of tax mavens believe 
a Value Added Tax, or VAT, is needed in the U.S. to 
restore fiscal sanity. While that is not likely to happen 
anytime soon, there are a number of steps shy of a 
VAT-like initiative that could move the country toward 
a healthier tax regime. Just ask James Poterba, head 
of the National Bureau of Economic Research and an 
economist at MIT. He headed up the 2005 White House 
task force on tax reform. The commission came up with 
several good blueprints that deserve a hearing. The 
starting point: trading for a broader tax base in return 
for lower tax rates. In other words, start going down 
the list of tax deductions and tax credits, phase-ins and 
phase-outs, and make a concerted effort to broaden the 
income tax base by eliminating as many of these tax 
twists and turns as possible. 

However, Poterba notes that each loophole has fierce 
defenders. So, rather than single out specific deductions 
for limitation or elimination, it might be more politically 
expedient to adopt an across-the-board limit on tax 
credits and deductions to, say, a maximum rate of 25 
percent. It’s a good starting point. A practical guide that 
shares Poterba’s spirit of simplicity while recognizing 
the importance of trade-offs is by Joel Slemrod, 
professor at the Stephen M. Ross School of Business 
at the University of Michigan. In “My Beautiful Tax 
Reform,” Slemrod takes comfort in the wisdom of 
Albert Einstein, who cautioned that “everything should 
be made as simple as possible, but not simpler.” 
Another potential way to get the tax reform process 
going comes from Andrew Samwick, economist at 
Dartmouth College. He went to the President’s Council 
of Economic Advisers in July 2003 and served as its 
chief economist for a year. He suggests leaving the 
income tax system alone for the moment. Instead, 
he would raise the federal gasoline tax and use the 
proceeds to reduce the deficit or temporarily offset a 
portion of the payroll tax. At a very basic level, you get 
less of what you tax and more of what you don’t. “We 
get less congestion, emissions, and pollution,” he says. 
“We get more payroll.” 

The best hope for jump-starting the reform conversation 
maybePresidentObama’sbipartisandeficitcommission. 
Its report is due on Dec. 1, and a tax overhaul plan will 
be critical if the commission wants to come up with a 
genuine blueprint for restoring the nation’s long-term 
fiscal soundness over time. With the midterm elections 
in the rearview mirror by then, perhaps Congress will 
become more attentive to the urgent task of fixing the 
broken U.S. tax system.Q
